To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Little  Lever 

Urban  District  Council; 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval,  my  report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  Little 
Lever  during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1955. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

The  area  of  the  township  is  808  acres o  The  estimated  population 
is  4*760,  compared  with  4*791  in  the  1951  census.  There  are  1,677  inhabited 

houses  in  the  district,  as  against  1,648  in  1954.  This  gives  a  rate  of 

approximately  three  persons  per  house.  The  rateable  vaJ_ue  of  the  district 
is  £24,118,  and  the  sum  raised  by  a  penny  rate  is  approximately  £93. 

Social  conditions  are  reasonably  good,  and  there  is  very  little 
unemployment.  The  district  is  mainly  industrial  in  character,  the  chief 
industries  being  cotton  weaving,  paper “making,  ebonite  and  plastics 
manufacturing,  chemical  manufacturing,  pre-cast  concrete  goods  making,  brick 
making  and  daily  farming. 


Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1955  was  80  as  against  77  in 
1954.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  37  males  and  43  females.  There  were  two 
female  illegitimate  births.  The  birth  rate  is  17.8  per  1,000  of  population, 
as  against  17.1  in  1954*  and  a  mean  rate  of  16.6  for  the  previous  five  years. 
The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1955  was  15.0. 


Still-births 

There  were  two  still-births  in  1955*  both  males,  and  both  legitimate. 
This  gives  a  rate  of  24  per  1,000  of  total  births,  compared  with  38  in  1954,  and 
a  mean  rate  of  34  for  the  previous  five  years. 


Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1955  was  55.  This  number 
is  ma.de  up  of  24  males  and  31  females.  This  is  a  decrease  of  7  on  the  figure 
for  1954.  The  death-rate  for  1955  is  12.5  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against 
14.1  for  1954*  and  a  mean  rate  of  14.9  for  the  previous  five  years.  The 
death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1955  was  11.7.  The  average  age  at  death 
was  62.4  years  for  males,  and  64. 03  years  for  females  in  the  district. 


Infantile  Mortality 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  in  1955* 
was  two,  both  females.  This  is  the  same  number  as  in  1954*  and  is  equal 
to  a  rate  of  25  per  1,000  of  live  births,  as  against  26  for  1954,  and  a  mean 
rate  of  35  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1955  was  24.9. 


Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1955,  as  against  one  in  1954.  This 
gives  a  Nil  rate  per  1,000  of  total  births,  compared  with  a  rate  of  12.5  in 
1954*  and  a  mean  rate  of  4*98  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  Maternal 
Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1955  was  O.64. 
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Midwifery  Services 


There  are  no  midwives  residing  in  the  district,  but  there  are  three 
midwives  on  the  list  of  midwives  engaged  by  the  County  Council.  All  three 
reside  in  Farnworth,  and  are  available  for  the  Little  Lever  area.  They  are 
readily  accessible,  as  all  have  telephones  and  cars.  The  service  provided 
by  them  has  been  completely  satisfactory. 

As  in  previous  years,  many  cases  have  been  admitted  to  the  Bolton 
District  General  Hospital,  and  to  Maternity  Homes  outside  the  district,  but 
there  have  also  been  many  confinements  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.

At  the  end  of  1955?  the  number  of  casos  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register 
was  28,  comprising  23  Respiratory  cases  arid  5  Non-Re  spiratory  cases. 

The  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  in  1955 
was  0.21  per  1,000  of  population,  the  same  as  in  1954?  and.  a  mean  rate  of 
0.36  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  death-rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  in 
England  and  Wales  in  1955  was  0.13  per  1,000  of  population.

Causes  of  Death  (continued) 

There  were  nine  deaths  from  Cancer  in  1955,  compared  with  five  in 
1954.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  1.89  per  1.000  of  population,  as  against 
1.05  in  1954*  and  a  mean  rate  of  1.84  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  death-rate  from  Cancer  in  England  and  Wales  in  1955  was  2.06  per 
1,000  of  population. 


Qpthalmia  Neonatorum 

As  in  1954,  no  cases  of  this  disease  wore  notified  during  1955. 


District  Nursing 

There  is  one  District  Nurse  resident  in  the  district.  As  in  previous 
years,  she  has  given  skilled  and  devoted  service  to  all  who  have  required  her 
attentions,  and  has  undoubtedly  been  a  great  help  and  comfort  to  the  sick  and 
old  people. 

Her  efforts  have  been  greatly  assisted  by  the  work  done  by  the  members 
of  the  Home  Help  Service  established  in  the  district.  The  Service  has  been 
a  very  real  factor  in  lightening  the  burdens  of  the  sick  and  aged  members  of 
the  community. 


Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services, 


The  district  is  adequately  served  with  regard  to  hospital  accommodation, 
and  there  have  been  no  difficulties  in  getting  urgent  cases  admitted  to  hospital, 
but  the  same  cannot  be  said  with  regard  to  the  aged  and  chronic  cases.  Owing 
to  shortages  in  staff  and  beds,  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  such  cases  admitted. 
There  is  also  still  considerable  delay  in  getting  appointments  for  consultations 
in  certain  departments  of  the  Hospitals  Out-Patients  Organisation. 

The  ambulance  service  has  again  been  very  satisfactory,  and  no 
complaints  have  been  made.  Urgent  cases  are  always  dealt  with  in  an  expeditious 
manner  and  there  is  at  all  times  the  fullest  co-operation  with  the  medical 
practitioners  in  the  district.

During  1955,  six  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh  water 

closets. 
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Sanitary  inspections 

During  1955  the  number  of  premises  visited  for  the  purpose  of 
sanitary  inspections  was  332.  As  a  result  of  these  visits,  226  defects 
or  nuisances  were  discovered.  Of  these,  105  were  abated  through  the  issuing 
of  39  informed,  notices  and  12  statutory  notices.  No  legal  proceedings  were 
required. 


Bakohcuses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  periodically  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory 
condition. 


There  are  now  only  four  dairy  farms  in  the  district.  The  milk 
produced  from  these  farms  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality. 

Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and  have 
been  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition. 

Food  shops  have  also  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  have 
been  found  to  be  in  a  clean  and  reasonable  condition  on  the  whole.  There  is 
still,  however,  a  good  deal  of  carelessness  and  lack  of  hygiene  in  the  handling 
of  food,  and  not  enough  protection  of  food  from  flies.  Owners  of  shops  and 
employees  have  been  instructed  as  to  the  great  importance  of  hygiene  in  the 
handling  of  food,  and  posters  have  been  exhibited  in  canteens.  There  is 
evidence  that  some  owners  of  shops  are  becoming  more  particular  in  the  handling 
and  protection  of  food,  but  much  more  progress  needs  to  be  made.  It  is  hoped 
to  adopt  the  Model  Byelaws  for  Food  Hygiene  in  1956,  as  a  result  of  which,  very 
real  improvement  should  be  made. 


Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board's  mains,  and 
is  constant.  All  houses  are  directly  connected,  the  number  of  houses  with 
a  piped  supply  being  1,707. 

During  1955,  44  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw  water  were 
made,  and  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  without  treatment.  Chemical 
auialyses  of  the  raw  water  to  the  number  of  6  were  made,  and  these  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory.  In  addition,  of  the  water  going  into  supply,  where  treatment 
is  installed,  132  bateriological  examinations  were  made,  all  of  which  were 
satisfactory,  and  30  chemical  analyses  were  made,  these  also  proving  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  flows  from  reservoirs  into  which  upla.nd  surface- 
\^ater  flows.  All  supplies  are  chlorinated,  and  any  water  with  a  plumbo-solvent 
action  is  lime  treated.  The  water  supply  is  satisfactory,  but  there  are  many 
houses  where  the  pressure  is  low  due  in  most  cases  to  narrowing  of  the  bore  of 
the  service  pipes. 

During  1955,  271  yards  of  3-inch  mains,  and  336  yards  of  4- inch 
mains  were  installed  for  servicing  new  houses. 


Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  were  again  satisfactory  during 
the  year.  The  sewage  is  treated  by  screening,  sedimentation  and  filtration. 
No  extensions  to  the  Sewage  Works  were  carried  out  during  1955.  Samples  of 
the  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  have  been  taken  and  tested  periodically 
by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Mersey  River  Board,  and  have  been  passed  as 
satisfactory. 

There  s.re  still  seven  houses  in  the  district  without  sewerage 
systems,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  impracticable  for  them  to  be  connected 
to  a  sewer,  but  four  of  these  houses  are  now  scheduled  for  demolition.

Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal  (continued) 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council's  covered  motor  wagon. 
Collections  are  made  each  week  in  the  winter  months,  and  at  intervals  of  ten 
days  in  the  summer  months.  There  are  only  three  privy  closets  in  the  district, 
and  these  are  cleared  each  fortnight.  Such  cesspools  as  there  are,  are  kept 
in  order  by  their  owners.  The  refuse  collected  is  disposed  of  by  controlled 
tipping  on  the  Council’s  tip. 

The  sewers  and  manholes  have  been  inspected  from  time  to  time.  Sewers 
have  been  flushed  and  manholes  cleaned,  cud  regular  treatment  has  been  carried 
out  in  order  to  keep  rats  under  control. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Smoke  Abatement 
Society.  The  time  limit  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke  is  two  minutes  per 
half*  hour.  There  are  15  factory  and  works  chimneys  in  the  district,  and  12 
observations  were  made  on  these  during  the  year,  but  no  formal  action  was  needed. 

Personal  discussions  with  Works  Managers  have  been  held,  and  special 
meetings  have  taken  plane.  There  is  close  co-operation  between  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  Works  managements  and  engineers.  A  complete  survey  of  one  of 
the  less  efficient  plants  in  the  district  is  to  be  made  by  the  National  Institute 
of  Fuel  Efficiency  Service  with  a  view  to  bringing  about  a  big  improvement. 

Other  sources  of  atmospheric  pollution,  apart  from  black  smoke,  are  to 
be  met  with  in  fine  dust  emitted  from  a  chemical  works,  acrid  blue  smoke  from 
a  foundry  and  fine  coal  dust  from  the  many  coal  wagons  that  daily  go  through 
the  district.  As  yet,  the  only  means  of  effecting  any  improvement  is  by 
informal  action,  and  this  has  not  so  far  been  successful,  but  if  the  proposed 
Clean  Air  Bill  is  passed,  there  will  probably  be  a  good  chance  of  getting  the 
firms  concerned  to  take  appropriate  action  to  abate  the  nuisances  they  now 
commit,  and  thereby  make  the  district  a  much  cleaner  one  than  it  now  is. 


Housing 

During  the  yea„r  1955,  good  progress  was  made  in  the  erection  of  new 
houses.  A  total  of  59  new  houses  were  erected,  52  by  the  local  authority, 
and  7  by  other  bodies  or  persons.

Housing  Conditions 

The  genera],  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  reasonably  good. 
The  commonest  type  of  house  is  the  four-roomed  cottage  containing  two  bedrooms. 
There  are  s-bout  850  of  this  type  in  the  district,  but  there  are  still  some 
200  of  these  which  are  well  below  the  general  standard.  The  main  defects  in 
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Housing  Conditions  ( c o nt inuo d ) 

these  houses  are  dampness,  low  ceilings,  old  age,  absence  of  bathrooms,  poor 
water  pressure,  absence  of  hot-water  systems,  poor  sanitary  conveniences,  and 
bad  siting.  Most  of  them  are  a  hundred  or  more  years  old.  The  rents  are  low, 
and  as  a  result,  little  or  no  maintenance  work  has  been  done  on  them  so  that 
most  are  in  a.  bad  state  of  repair  and  to  render  them  fit  would  bo  a  costly  and 
uneconomic  business.  Quitea  number  of  the  houses  are  only  fit  for  demolition, 
and  a  survey  has  been  made  with  a  view  to  clearing  all  houses  that  are  unfit. 

The  number  of  new  houses  built  in  1955  was  the  highest  since  the 
close  of  the  war  in  1945.  There  is  still  a  long  list  of  people  waiting  for 
a  new  house,  but  it  is  now  much  less  than  it  was  a  few  years  ago.  It  is 
estimated  that  about  500  new  houses  of  all  types  are  required  to  replace  the 
old  sub-standard  houses  and  to  accomodate  young  couples  starting  married  life. 

At  the  end  of  1955,  there  were  a  further  32  houses  nearing  completion, 
and  work  has  begun  on  the  building  of  26  semi-detached  type  dwellings.  In 
addition,  a  further  scheme  of  flats  and  bungalows  is  contemplated. 

The  chief  needs  of  the  district  are  the  building  of  three  and  four- 
bedroomed  houses  for  families,  with  bungalows  or  flats  for  the  elderly  people, 
the  replacement  of  waste  water  closets  by  fresh  water  closets,  and  extension 
or  modification  of  the  existing  sewage  disposal  plant. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  were  reported  during  1955,  but  as  in  previous 
years,  there  are  still  too  many  young  married  couples  having  to  live  with 
parents  because  of  the  difficulty  in  getting  a  house  of  their  own. 


Town  Planning 

The  County  Council  have  delegated  powers  to  the  local  Council  with 
regard  to  Town  Planning  ma.tters,  and  there  is  close  co-operation  between  the 
local  Council  and  the  County  authorities  in  all  questions  of  Town  Planning. 


Disinfection 

Tito  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year,  after  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases.  The  method  used  is  Formaldehyde  Vapour  in  the  sealed 
room  of  the  house. 


No  cases  of  infestation  of  houses  were  found  during  1955. 


Vaccination  end  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Immunisations  and  re -immunisations  against  Diphtheria  have  again 
been  carried  out  during  1955,  and  the  numbers  were  a  decided  improvement  on 
those  for  1954*  During  the  year,  90  children  were  immunised.  Of  these, 

76  were  under  the  age  of  five  years  and  14  were  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
fifteen.  In  addition,  9  children  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  were 
re-immunised.  There  is  still,  however,  too  little  appreciation  on  the  part 
of  parents  of  the  dangers  of  diphtheria,  and  of  the  vital  necessity  to  ensure 
that  all  children  receive  immunisation.  Possibly  the  fact  that  there  has 
only  been  one  case  of  Diphtheria  in  the  district  since  1951  has  tended  to 
create  a  false  sense  of  security,  but  it  is  essential  that  parents  should 
make  certain  of  having  all  children  immunised  before  the  age  of  one  year, 
and  re-immunised  at  school  age. 

The  number  of  vaccine.tions  and  re -vaccinations  wo.s  slightly  higher 
than  in  1954.  In  all,  29  children  were  vaccinated,  23  of  them  being  under 
one  year  of  age,  and  there  was  a  total  of  4  re -vaccinal ions.  The  total 

births  for  1955  was  80,  so  that  only  about  one  in  four  children  received 
vaccination.

General  Observations 


During  1955  the  general  health  of  the  district  was  reasonably  good, 
the  number  of  births  was  slightly  more  than  in  1954,  and  the  number  of  deaths 
was  less.  The  birth-rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  whilst 
the  death-rate  is  slightly  higher  than  that  for  tho  country  as  a  whole. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  is  almost  the  same  as  in  1954,  and 
compares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  Maternal 
Mortality  rate  was  nil,  compared  with  12,5  in  1954* 

The  average  age  at  death  was  less  for  both  males  and  females  than 
it  was  in  1954* 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  was  greater  than  in  1954, 
due  to  a  mild  epidemic  of  measles,  ’  ut  apart  from  this  there  was  very  little 
in  the  matter  of  infectious  diseases. 

The  death-rate  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  the  same  as  for  1954, 
but  the  death-rate  from  Cancer  was  higher  than  for  1954,  but  less  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  completion  of  52  now  houses  during  the  year  wa.s  a  gratifying 
feature,  and  the  schemes  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  yea.r  will  be  a  great 
contribution  to  the  solving  of  the  housing  difficulties. 

The  recreational  facilities  provided  by  the  Council  have  been  enlarged 
by  the  provision  of  two  hard  tennis  courts,  and  these  have  proved  very  popular. 
The  bowling  green  and  the  playgrounds  have  been  well  patronised,  and  have  fully 
justified  their  existence. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  provided  by  the  County  Council 
has  once  a.gain  given  excellent  service-.,  It  is  very  gratifying  to  record  that 
1956  will  see  the  erection  of  a  new  clinic  to  replace  the  old  unsuitable  one 
which  for  so  many  years  has  had  to  be  endured. 

Steady,  if  unspectacular  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in 
improving  the  district.  Much  more  has  yet  to  be  done,  and  particularly  in  the 
matter  of  pollution  of  the  atmosphere.  If  slum  clearance  can  be  carried  out 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  atmospheric  pollution  can  be  minimised,  the 
district  will  improve  considerably.  The  will  to  do  these  things  is  present 
among  the  members  of  the  Council:  all  they  need  are  the  powers  to  act.
